Miss Bessie Golden, the bancieome 


daughter of W. H. Golden of Upper 
Sandnsky, 0., was much astonished re- 
cently by receiving the following letter 
from a United States soldier, who is en- 
gaged in the battles now being fought 
in tho Philippines : 


CALOOCAN, P. I., Feb. 18. 


Good morning, Miss Golden t I found a piese 


of a Cleveland paper and in it discovered your 
name. I am lonesome and thought to pass the 
time this way, if you will pardon my impru- 
dence. We are in tho trenches resting after 
the battle. We have lost altogether 845 dead 
and wounded. I tuu all O. K., but had some 
very close calls. I found some paper and cut 
a bullet for a pencil, aiul your name caused 
this attempt. You may do as you please about 
answering. I c-iine from a good family and 
have as fair a reputation as any young man, 
full of life, can have. 


The scene here is beautiful. Grovea of ba- 


nana, orange and breadfruit treos adorn the 
horizon. Nature is in her best attire. Beau- 
tiful birds flit from palm to palm and cheer 
one's heart with their beautiful, enlivening 
music. Mountains in the distance give the 
scene an air of grandeur. In our rear lie the 
rains of Caloocan. Majestic churches look all 
the grander in thn desolation. Tb«y, too, give 
evidence of the awful battle by its ruinous | 
sears of shot and shell.

.ground like hail. The wounded have been car- 
ried away. The dead are buried in single, un- 
marked graves, in groups in long trenches.

NEW 16 INCH ARMY RIFLE. 


BlKSreat Coaat Defense Gun Ttovr 
Being Bollt at Watervliet. 


By the early antumn ordnance offi- 


cials expect to have mounted and ready 
for trial the great 16 inch army rifle 
now being constructed at the Water- 
vliet arsenal as a part of the main bat- 
tery for the protection of New York 
harbor. Ths rifle is three inches larger 
than the heaviest gun made for the 
navy and by far the greatest piece of 
ordnance ever undertaken in the United 
States. There are few guns as large in 
the coast defense system abrpad and 
none, it is believed, capable of snch de- 
struction. 


The manufacture of the gun is in the 


nature of an experiment, and until its 
success is fully demonstrated there is no 
probability of the army turning, out 
others of the name size. The nickel steel 
ingot from which the main tube is con- 
structed alone weighs 333,300 pounds. 
Its diameter is 74 inches, and its length, 
including the sink bead, 199 inches. 
The cost of the gun so far in its crude 
shape has amounted to over $70,000. 
When finished, its total coat will be 
$150,000. 
Thd estimated muzzle_ve- 


locity is 1.975 feet per,second. The 
penetration in steel will be S3.8 inches 
at a distance of two miles. Us range 
will exceed 15 miles.—'New York Sun.

r.avy, retired. 


Andrew D. White will be the head ol 


the United States delegation at this con- 
gress. Captain Crozier will represent 
the United States army and Captain 
Mahan will represent the navy. Fred- 
erick HoIIs of New York will be secre- 
tary of the delegation. 


Mr. White is best known' In the fields 


of education and diplomacy. 
After 


graduating at Yale, class of '53, he went 
to Europe for several years of historical 
study, mainly at Berlin and Paris, after- 
ward traveling on foot through Europe. 
For- a. time he was an attache of the 
United States legation at St. Petersburg. 
Returning to this country he began his 
university career as professor of Eng- 
lish literature at the university of Michi- 
gan. Then he returned to New York 
state and entered the state senate.- On« 
of the measures he introduced was for thi 
incorporation of Cornell university, and 
later he 'became the first president oi 
Cornell, his service continuing from 1861 
to 1885. Mr. White was United States 
commissioner to San Domingo in 1S71. 
From '79 to 'SI he was United States min- 
ister to Germany, again taking this im- 
portant post under President McKinley. 
During the administration of Mr. Cleve- 
land, Mr. White was chosen as one of the 
Venezuelan commissioners at the time 
when the affair was at its most critical 
state.

Captain William Crozier is one of the 


most highly aecomplished of thetifficers 
oS: the ordnance corps, which is generally 
recognized as containing the very high- 
est grade of talent in the United State* 
army. He was born in Ohio and ap- 
pointed to the military academy from 
Kansas. His father was at one time a 
United States senator from • Kansas. 
William Crozier graduated 
from the 


military academy in 1878 and entered 
the artillery arm of the military service. 
In 1881 he was transferred to the ordnanc« 
department, to which he has been at- 
tached ever since. In conjunction with 
General Buffington he invented the dis- 
appearing gun carriage which has been 
adopted by the United States govern- 
ment as the highest .type of coast de- 
fense weapon. 


No name ts better known to students of 


naval strategy than that of Captain Al- 
fred T. Mahan, sailor, strategist and 
author. Captain Mahan was born !n 
New York, and appointed an active mid- 
shipman in the navy in 1856. He became 
a full midshipman in 1859. He reached 
the grade of lieutenant at the outbrea 
of the Civil w'ar in 1861, became a lieu- 
tenant commander in 1865, a commandei 
In 1873 and a captain on Sept. 23, 1885. 
He retired Nov. 7, 1896. His last com- 
mand was that of the Chicago, then on 
the European station, and he retired on 
his own application in order to pursue 
t.he literary work which had made him 
famous. When it was realized that the 
war with Spain was inevitable, Secretary 
Long cabled promptly to Captain Mahan, 
then in Rome, summoning him to Wash- 
ington. Here he took his place as a 
member of the famous naval war board, 
known during its existence as the 
strategy board, which planned the pro- 
gram. ol campaigns.

Washington, April 7.—With full honors 


of war, upon the crest of the southern 
slope of Arlington cemetery yesterday 
afternoon, the nation, represented by 
President McKinley. his cabinet ana 
other high dignitaries of the govern- 
ment, the commanding general o^ the 
army, arid other distinguished officers, 
all the resular and militia organizations 
of the District of Columbia, and a con- 
course of 15,000 people, paid the last 
tribute of honor and respect to the 336 
officers and men who guve their lives 
on distant battlefields for their country 
In the war with Spain, and who were 
yesterday mustered into the silent army 
that sleeps in the last bivouac of the 
brave. 


The spot selected is in the new addition 


to the cemetery, looking out upon the i 
broad, sweeping Potomac. To the right 
rise the ramparts of old Fort McPherson, 
to the left the countless graves of he- , 


valuable i roes of tne Civil war, ana to the rear i 
line of the stately old Lee mansion and Fort 


Myer. 
If this, burial lot, which cov- 


ered two acres in extent, in parallel 
rows the wooden boxes containing the 
caskets were ranged, separated by great 
mounds of earth. 
Over each box an 


American flag was draped. 
There was 


no particular order in the disposition of 
the remains, though an exception was 
made in the case of the officers. 
The 


boxes containing their bodies were 
placed at the head of the line of graves 
immediately under the eyes of the pres- 
idential party. 
Of the others 70 per- 


cent are identified, and about 30 percent 
are wholly unknown or known only to 
the regiment to which they belonged. 


Before the arrival of the presidential 


party, the military escort detachments 
from the Fourth and Fifth artillery kept 
vigil over the dead. 
Long before the 


arrival of the military thousands of peo- 
ple had surrounded the enclosure where 
the dead soldiers lay. 
About 2:30 the 


presidential party reached the enclosure. 
They were followed by General Miles 
and staff, the military attaches of the 
British and German embassies, all 
mounted, and the military escort, 
they arrived the "Dead March In Saul" 
silenced the vast assemblage, and with 
bared heads the crowds stood at the 
grave side while the presidential party 
advanced and the military dispositions 
were made. 


The military was under the command 


of Colonel Guenther, and consisted of the 
district national guard, the light battery 
with two Hotchkiss guns, a battalion of 


, naval militia and the regular troops 
| from the arsenal and Fort Myer. The 


troops were formed on three sides of a 
rectangle and files of soliders were 
marched into the ranks of the dead. 
Flanking the open space at the head of 
the graves were the artillerymen who 


i were to n»« th-- last salute, and on the 


I left was stationed the Fourth artillery 


band. The president came forward with 
uncovered head and took his place in the 
open space facing the graves. He was 
followed by General Miles and his staff 
In full uniform, and by other distin- 
guished guests. 


Just as th.e president arrived a. pathetic 


Incident occurred, when aged Mr. and 
Mrs. O'Dowd pressed through the Hues 
and placed a bunch of roses on the casket 
of their son, John O'Dowd. The parents 
of Lieutenant Wood also came forward 
and deposited a beautiful wreath of 
flowers. 
The sword of that gallant 


offcer was upon his casket. 


Immediately the band broke out In the 


sweet strains of "Nearer, My God, to 
Thee," and Post Chaplain Freeland of 
Fort Monroe, in the ecclesiastical robes 
of "his office, with Rev. Father McGee of 
St. Patrick's church, followed by three 
purple gowned acolytes, advanced to the 
graves, and the funeral services began. 
They were very simple, but very im- 
pressive. 
Rev. Mr. Freeland read the 


military committal service of the Epis- 
copal church, beginning with "Man that 
Is born of woman," and concluding with 
the promise of Heaven, contained in the 
words "I am the resurrection and the 
life." 
As he pronounced the words 


"Dust to dust, earth to earth" the sol- 
diers at the side of each grave crumbled 
a clot of earth upon each casket. The 
vast concourse bared their heads to the 
solemn words, and thousands joined in 
the Lord's Prayer. 


Rev. Father McGce then consecrated 


with the churchly power vested In him 
the earth into which the bodies of the 
Catholic soldiers were placed. 
Mean- 


time, from Fort Myer, came the dull roar 
of a gun every half hour, and the na- 
tional ensigns on the staff there and at 
the Lee mansion were run down to half 
mast. 


As soon a* the religious services had 


been concluded, flanking detachments 
of the Fourth and Fifth artillery fired 
three volleys, and in the solemn hush 
that followed the salute, 
the bugle 


Bounded "Taps.". 
The last religious 


and military rites to the dead heroes be- 
ing over, the presidential party and the 
military departed, leaving the work of 
actual Interment to follow. 


As each of the caskets weighs almost 


BOO pounds and requires eight men to 
handle It, It will be two or three days 
before all of the bodies are in their 
(raves. 


In order to permit all government em- 


ployes to attend the services yesterday 
afternoon, all the departments and the 
federal courts' were closed by an ex- 
ecutive order of the president, and all 
the flags in the city were half-masted.

The American farmer is going to 1 


well represented at the exposition 
1900 in Paris. Much interest is bep 
taken by the government in tins ma 
ter, and an elaborate display is beic 
prepared under the superintendence < 
Charles Richards Dodge of the depai 
inent of agriculture. This will be i 
effect a comprehensive presentation c 
the agricultural industries of the Uui 
ed States and will serve to a certain < 
tent the pnrpose of educating Ein 
peans in Yankee methods. 


For example, there is to be a sup" 


exhibit of agricultural machines, whi 
will be kept in motion all tbe time I 
means of electricity. Many kinds of ii. 
cubators will 'be shown, by the aid oi 
which ingenious man has enabled the 


As industrious^ hen to reproduce her own 
""" species at a dozen times the normal 


rate, and fresh meats and dairy prod- 
nets will be displayed in an immense 
revolving refrigerator ,of plate glass, 
divided suitably into compartments. 
Condensed military foods will furnish 
a little show by themselves, more than 
usually interesting in these piping 
times of powder and shot, and fres grid- 
dlecakes and samples of various maize 
products will be distributed to all com- 
ers at the corn kitchen. 


This corn kitchen will be located in 


a special annex. It is considered of the 
greatest importance to .teach the effete 
peoples of Europe to nke corn, which 
hitherto they have regarded as a more 
proper food for horses than for men. If 
a foreign demand could be created large 
enougk to absorb all of our surplus corn, 
that cereal would bring at least 40 cents 
a bushel in tbe market. What this 
would signify can hardly be realised 
without figuring on it a bit, Even 1 
cent a bushel added to the price of an 
average corn crop in the United States 
means $30.000,000 added to the annual 
income of American corn growers. On 
the basis cf recent production, it would 
signify $1,300,000 added to the income 
of the farmers of Indiana, $2,000,000 
added to the income of the farmers of 
Illinois, $2,750,000 added to the income 
of the farmers of Iowa, $1,500,000 added 
to the income of the farmers of Mis- 
souri, $1,750,000 added to the income 
of the farmers of Kansas and $1,600,- 
000 added to the income of the farmers 
of Nebraska. 
This trifle of 1 cent 


means $10,900.000 added to the yearly 
income of the farmers of six states. 


The palace of agriculture at the ex- 


position of 1900 will be the same build- 
ing as that used as the palace of ma- 
chinery at the exposition of 1889, bnt 
its interior is being entirely remodeled. 
In this building tbe United States will 
have the use of 17,000 square feet, and 
the display will be divided up into sec- 
tions. 


Section 1 will comprise an exhibit of 


fresh meats, lard, smoked meats, can- 
ned meats and soups, meat delicacies 
and extracts, animal fats and oils, Sec- 
tion 8 will comprise fish products—salt 
fish in packages, dried fish, canned fish 
and preserved shellfish. Section H will 
comprise dairy products of every imag- 
inable description. Section 4 will com- 
prise insect products—houey, cochineal, 
lac and silk. Cochineal and lac are both 
produced in a email way in this coun- 
try the former for dyes and the latter 
for varnish. There will be a special ex- 
hibit of silkworm culture and silk pro- 
duction, which are rapidly gaining 
ground in the United States. 


Section 6 will comprise all sorts of 


cereals and bakery products; also, vege- 
tables and every sort of flour. Theie 
will be bean flour, potato fionr, pea 
flour and banana flour. This last seems 
destined to come into common use, be- 
ing very nutritious. The bananas are 
cut into slices, which are dried and 
then ground to powder. The display 
will comprise also liquors and beverages, 
including artificial 
mineral waters; 


commercial fibers of many kinds; to- 
baccos, with varieties of the leaf; med- 
ical and pharmaceutical plants and dye 
plants. 


There will be an exhibit of the method 


by which soils are studied, showing how 
the experts nowadays are able to take 
a sample of any soil and ascertain ex- 
actly what it will produce best and 
wbatlt needs, if anything. No longet 
is there snch a thing as a soil that can- 
Hot be made fertile by tbe addition of 
cheap and easily obtained ingredients. 


Special exhibit* will be devoted to 


plant disease* and to the methods by 
which commerce has spread injurious 
insects all over tbe world. Ditto as to, 
injurious weeds. In connection with 
tb« <xra kitchen particular attention 
will be given to • «bow of the difiorent 
Tariettei of com and of corn products, 
lack ai corn oil, corn whisky anfl eel- 
Inloee.

On the roof of a bnildiz^g near tbe 


Eiffel tower the weather bureau will 
Cave a working meteorological observ- 
atory, the instruments b<nn{? connected 
with an exhibit on the main floor be- 
low. Each day a card bearing a fore- 
cast of the weather for 24 hours ahead, 
based on information 
cabled from 


Washington, will be issued free to all 
comcra. Probably the most interesting 
feature of the weather bureau's show 
will be its kite3, of the peculiar new 
pattern employed for studying atmes- 
pheric conditions at high levels. These 
kites, looking like huge boxes of cloth 
with a framework of sticlrs, will be sent 
tp daily, carrying automatic observing 
end recording instruments aud con- 
trolled by "strings" of piano wire un- 
wound from reels. These kites can be 
seat up to a height of two miles and 
will doubtless snrprisa the Parisians. 


It may be mentioned in this connec- 


tion that the total agricultural exports 
of the United States last year were 
about $900,000,000 worth. .They con- 
Btituted 70 per cent of the total exports 
of the United States. 
Of breadstuffs 


alone $35,000,000 worth was exported. 
Thus it would appear that if the Yan- 
kees are a nation of shopkeepers, as 
foreigners allege, the farmers are fur- 
nishing tbe bulk of the goods disposed 
of over the counter. — Cor. St. Louis 
Globe-Democrat. 


Russia. He is confident that some of the 
geede he secured will prove of benefit' 
He mentions a winter rye which is 
grown at Ustsisolsk, which ifl in a bent 
60 degrees north latitude. Tbe climatic 
conditions are similar to those of Lab- 
rador.' It is believed that this rye will 
do well in Alaska. 


Tbe cereal that promises best results 


is the Knbanka wheat from the Kuban 
territory, in the Volga region. 
While 


this is a spring wheat in Russia, it is 
believed it can be changed to a winter' 
wheat here. It is harder than any of 
our wheats and is the groat bread 
wheat of the Volga region. This wheat 
needs a warm climate and is expected 
to give good results in Tesas, No Man's- 
Land, western Kansas and eastern Colo- 
rado. It does best in Russia, where the 
annual rainfall is only 15 inches. In 
western Kansas the annual rainfall is 
18 inches. 


A variety called PoHsh wheat, which 


was obtained, has the largpst grain of 
all wheat in the world, the average 
length of the kernels being about five- 
sixteenths of a inch. Like the Kubanka, 
it is exceedingly hard, but is not a bread 
wheat. Its nse is in pastry and as a 
macaroni wheat. 
Tho Polish wheat 


needs a warm climate. 


Several varieties of broom millet are 


to come. These are for cold, dry cli- 
mates. They are grown in Russia for 
tbo se^ds principally and are used for 
food in the way of soups and gruels. It 
is pos&ible that we may thus add some- 
thing desirable to our dietary. Two va- 
rieties of oats, tbe Swedish and Tobolsk, 
are expected to be the thing needful in 
the dry, cold regions of the west. The 
government importation is from this se- 
lected seed. The other variety is from 
Tobolsk, in the northern part of Siberia, 
where it is dry and cold. 


The total importations amount to 


about 30 varieties of cereals and forage 
plants, beside vegetable seeds and mel- 
ons.—Chicago Tribune.

THE POWER OP THE OOCTNCI1* 


It -would he a most difficult task for 


the city solicitor to usefully define 
!a general terms the relation between 
tha executive and legislative depart- 
ment* of the city government. He 
could do little more than restate the 
provisions of the charter, and it is 
•juite likely that such restating would 
leave the matter, in specific cases, just 
as undefined as it is now. But some- 
thing should be done to check the pres-. 
ent tendency. A little over a year ago 
the tendency was to destroy the In- 
dependence of the administrative or 
executive department by making it 
wholly subordinate to the legislative 
department, which Is the city council. 
Now the tendency seems to be the 
other way and in the direction of 
subordinating the council to the ex- 
ecutive. If we construe the administra- 
tive'S right to contract to mean that 
the council shall not say what is to be 
contracted for we shall take from the 
council all power of standing between 
the executive and the people. We are of 
the opinion that the council has the de- 
termining of what shall be bought or 
done and that the administrative de- 
partment has the equally important 
duty of buying and doing that which 
has been decided upon to the best ad- 
vantage of the people. The voice of 
the council should be the voice of the 
people through their representatives. 
If our charter does not permit that 
voice to prevail it must be made to 
permit it. But we think that it needs 
no change to allow this. 
' 


The people will take Professor Chit- 


tenden's beef analysis with a large 
grain of salt. 


The city of Calais, Me., had an 


election the other day and the unani- 
mity shown was remarkable. The 
total vote cast was 420. The mayor, 
who had served four years, was re- 
elected without a dissenting voice and 
BO were the republican aldermen and 
ward officers. They must have a ter- 
rible "ring" in Calais. 


The Missouri house of representa- 


tives has passed a bill taxing all fran- 
chises. The bill names almost every 
class of incorporated business. It is 
estimated that if the bill becomes a 
Jaw millions will be added to the tax- 
able list. The senate has passed an 
anti-trust bill, which provides for re- 
straining orders by the courts and that 
persons injured by trusts can recover 
three-fold. 


The Haverhlll Gazette admits that it 


is dead gone on Cutrls Guild and says by 
•Way of comment on a remark in the 
Transcript: "Ah, yes; this is the sea- 
Bon when one's thoughts almost in- 
sensibly turn to love. Besides, Guild 
is really a lovable fellow. No tin sol- 
ditr about him." The Gazette is very 
sensitive Indeed if the weather we have 
been having has had much effect on its 
emotions. A heart so yielding must be 
classed with the fickle kind. 


The next thing we shall hear will be 


th* booming of the Detroit's guns at 
Bluefields. It seems that the indiffer- 
ence of the United States to the treat- 
ment of her citizens by foreign gov- 
ernments ia about over. A nation that 
goes to war to defend an oppressed 
people cannot be so inconsistent as to 
turn a deaf ear to the pleading of her 
own people under the power of an op- 
pressor. The journals who were loud 
In their denunciation of United States' 
indifference to the condition of her citi- 
zens on foreign shores will now pro- 
ceed, of course, to discover some way 
of finding fault.

New York Evening Post in putting the 
highwayman construction on the proc- 
lamation of the Philippine commission.

The commission rep- 
resents t!)« partriotic people of the 
United States, which Is almost all ot 
them, but it does not represent the Tel- 
egram or any newspaper or man of its 
difiojral stump.

an elephant on his hands In that D»- 
froIFsfriet railroad purchase scheme 
of hts. It Is reported of him that "he 
has established the (act that the rail- 
ways cost 18,703,000 and that they, have 
bonds out for nearly »11,000,000, 'while 
the roads could be reproduced for 
$5,000.000." This troubles Pingree won- 
derfully and he has sent to Chicago for 
Professor Bemis to come on and save 
him from drowning in this pool of 
water. He is theatened with another 
danger. A committee of citizens who 
never 
held 
office 
are 
circulating 


petitions to secure the bonds necessary 
to contest the scheme in the supreme 
court. There'is a feeling in Detrlot that 
the people should have been heard in 
the matter. As it is Pingree and the 
aldermen, ably ass'sted by Philan- 
thropist Tom Johnson, are doing the 
business. 


The record of Massachusetts in the 


war with Spain affords evidence that 
the martial spirit of Massachusetts Is 
very far from declining. Of the two 
volunteer regiments Shafter took with 
him to Santiago one was from Massa- 
chusetts. In the course of the campaign 
another Massachusetts regiment Joined 
him, 
and both corps were under.fire. A 


Massachusetts regiment also did the 
full duty in the brief Porto Kico cam- 
paign. Massachusetts men were con- 
spicuous in Dewey's fleet when he 
entered Manila bay. They are found 
by the thousands in the regular army, 
the navy and the marines. There are 
companies, if not battalions, cf Massa- 
chusetts men in the regular regiments 
in the Philippines and in Cuba today. 
In the past eighteen months fourteen 
thousand men have 
offered 
them- 


selves for enlistment in the regular 
army at the Boston recruiting offices, 
and of these between three thousand 
and four thousand have been accepted. 
Applications are still coming in, and 
many recruits for the regulars are 
being obtained from the mustered out 
Massachusetts 
volunteer 
regiments, 


which is evidence that the martial 
spirit of ths state is very far 
from 


declining. Massachusetts is a military 
state, and as such her son ' have 
learned to do their duty and be silent 
In the ranks.—Boston Transcript. 


"It is inconceivable that the legis- 


lature of Massachusetts should decide 
that the commonwealth must return 
to the "spoils" system of administering 
its public service, and yet that is what 
it is recommended to do by Its com- 
mittee on public service. To be sure 
the committee recommends that the 
question be referred to the people, and 
that the suggested repeal fall ^with 
their failure to condemn the present 
law. Whether the legislature has any 
constitutional power to make such pro- 
vision is open to question. Attorney- 
General Knowlton says that it has not. 
Be this as it may, our opposition Is 
determined against any reopening of 
the question, any retracing of steps, 
any catering to the partisan spirit 
which lies at the root of the spoils 
system. 
Should Massachusetts re- 


trograde, dire would be her example 
throughout the nation, and that at a 
time, too, when the nation, in view of 
its new international and national ob- 
ligations and aspirations, 
needs 
to 


step forward rather than 
backward 


along this line. It may be true that 
the present law is not administered in 
the proper spirit and that certain 
officials have become 
swollen with 


pride and need to have a fall. But 
any defects in the admniistration of 
the law do not invalidate its principle 
—a principle as politic as it is Just, as 
economical as it is WISP."— The Congre- 
gationalist 


Attorney-Gener*,! Monnett of 


Ohio, the popular anti-trust heio, 
agrees with United States Attorney 
General Griggs it is hardly fair to in- 
sinuate that the United States attor- 
ney general is partial to trusts. At- 
torney General Griggs has said that 
the federal authority can only deal 
with the trusts as it affects inter-state 
commerce and has claimed that the 
states must take hold of the trusts, 
they having full power to do so. This 
has been seized upon by some expound- 
ers and twisted to mean that Attorney 
General Griggs is anxious to evade re- 
sponsibility. The attorney general of 
Ohio says: "It is the duly of the state 
to enforce its own statutes by taking 
a-way the charter of offending cor- 
porations where such corporations -are 
violating any of the statute laws of the 
state. The federal government, under 
the federal constitution as well as the 
Sherman trust act, can only deal with 
inter-state commerce. On the other 
hand, nearly every corporation receives 
its charter primarily from the* state 
and exercises Its franchises in such 
state purely at the will of the state 
courts. This Is, if any offend against 
the public policy of the statutes of the 
state that created them the old writ 
of the crown, which is preserved in 
each state constitution— the writ of quo 
warranto— can be obtained through the 
attorney general of each of the 44 
states, and every such corporation can 
be at once brought into the respective 
courts of the states and thuir charters 
taken from them and their properties 
placed in the hands of trustees." 


Governor Roosevelt of New York is a 


believer in taxing franchise* and it is 
interesting, in connection with Mis- 
souri's step, to note his recent message 
to the New York legislature. He rec- 
ommended a Joint legislative com- 
mittee to investigate the taxing of pub- 
lic franchises held by corporations,, the 
committee to report to the next legis- 
lature. The opening porarfaph of hi* 
message says: "The tax laws of this 
state are in an exceedingly unsatis- 
factory condition, and I do not see how 
they can be put upon a Just and wise 
basis, save after careful investigation 


by lettalatlv* action. At present the 
fanners, the market gardeners and the 
mechanics and tradesmen having small 
holdings, are paying an Improper and 
excessive portion of the general taxes, 
while at the same time many of the 
efforts to remedy this state of affairs, 
notably in the direction-of taxing se- 
curities, are not only unwise, but In- 
efficient and often serve merely to put 
a premium upon dishonesty." The gov- 
ernor has "not the slightest sympathy 
with the outcry against corporations, 
as such are created by prosperous men 
of business." He does not believe in 
taxing "corporations or men of means 
in such a way as to drive them out of 
the state," for that "works great dam- 
age to the state." He gives his idea and 
a possible solution of the problem in 
these words: " I need not point out to 
you that in foreign communities a very 
large percentage of the taxes comes 
from corporations which use the public 
domain for pipes, tracks and the like. 
Whether these franchises should be 
taxed as realty or whether It would be 
wiser to provide that after the gross 
earnings equal, say, 10 per cent of the 
actual or the original cost, then 5 per 
cent on all the pross earnings over and 
above this should be paid into the 
city treasury; or whether some yet in- 
definite plan should be tried, can only 
be settled after careful investigation. 
One thing is certain, franchises should 
in some way yield a money return to 
the government. To put on a tax here 
and there as new franchises are asked 
for may be advisable, but of course is 
mequalable to the extent that it handi- 
caps the few thus taxed in their com- 
petition with the untaxed corporations; 
and it may be that some franchises to 
perform an especially needful and risky 
service should not thus be handicapped 
at all."

CHAIRS OF GEOGRAPHY. 


Oxford and Cambridge 'Win Hereaft- 


er Teach tbe Science. 


Although the British empire is the 


most extensive on the face of the globe, 
yet there is no country in the world 
where so little attention is paid to tbe 
science of geography, and until now the 
Universities of Oxford and of Cam- 
bridge have not only bad no chairs or 
classes of geography, but have only 
quite recently included tbe teaching of 
geography in their curriculum. 


This neglect is, however, about to be 


repaired by Oxford, for in conjunction 
with the council of the Royal Geo- 
graphical society, it is now establishing 
two chairs of geography, which are to 
have their headquarters in the old Ash- 
molean building, the funds being pro- 
vided partly by the Geographical society 
and partly by the university itself. 
Each professor ia to bave an assistant 
reader, so there will be practically 
henceforth four teachers of geography, 
which is to cover every branch of the 
science, including climatology.—Spe- 
cial Cablegram to St. Louis Globe-Dem- 
ocrat.

Teaching Japan Foreign Custom*. 
Within a few months Japan will he 


thrown open to foreigners by the new 
treaties, and efforts are being made to 
prepare the country for the radical 
changes. Treaty operation committees 
are being formed all over the empire, 
especially at the treaty ports. The Jap- 
anese sre being instructed in the more 
common foreign manners that difter 
from their ideas. For instance, it is be- 
ing fully explained that a foreigner 
should not take off bis overcoat when 
he meets a friend on the street on a 
cold day. A hundred other differences 
are being straightened ont at the treaty 
ports. Translations of the more com- 
mon Japanese laws are being prepared. 
—New York Sun.

request to Governor Hazen 8. Piugree 
for a statement of tbe significance of 
bis great street railway victory Michi- 
gan's executive baa made the following 
answer: 


The Detroit etreet railway commis- 


sion organized the other day and sent 
to the ttreet railways the following 
communication, which outlines tbe 
plans upon which we intend to proceed. 
We sinciu ely hope and expect tbe plans 
will be successful, because the people 
are with us, and we are opposed only 
by a few monopolists: 
The Petroit Citizens' Street Bsilway Com- 


pany, Detroit: 
GENTLEMEN—We are now prepared to enter 


npon negotiations looking to tha purchase by 
the oity of the street railway properties under 
your control, providing we can at the outset 
be giveu assurance of the willingness of the 
owners of these properties to sell the same at 
a price and npon terms we can consider. We 
have, therefore, thought it proper to indicate 
the lines upon which we are willing to negoti- 
ate for tha purchase of tbe property referred 
to.The purchase price, so far as the real estate, 
power plant, car and other equipment, tracks, 
etc., must represent the actual value of the 
same, at this time, substantially what it would 
cost the city if its Btreeta were not inoomtar- 
ed by street railway tracks, etc., to construct 
tbe tracks and provide itself with necessary 
equipment to operate tb« same less proper de- 
ductions for depreciation. To the end that we 
may be able to ascertain from disinterested 
eouroee '.be value of tola part of the property, 
we would want yon to provide us with a full 
detailed inventory of all of the asset* and 
property owned by tbe various railway com- 
panies operating lines of etreet railway in the 
city of Detroit, giving a separate mvautory of 
the property of each company. 


We would want your asturance tbat persons 
selected by this commission should be given 
the fullest opportunity to verify this inventory 
and to examine the condition of all the prop- 
erty embraced in it, so as to be able to put en 
intelligent and reliable valuation upon the 
eamc As to the purchase price of your fran- 
chise rights, we would expect that their value 
be measured by what it can be reasonably de- 
termined the present owners) would realize 
from them above operating expenses, fixed 
charges, etc., during the lives of existing fran- 
chises, reducing the grow amount of such net 
earnings by such a sum as will equal a proper 
discount for determining present worth. 


For the purppse of having a basis for deter- 


mining the value of your franchise rights upon 
the lines indicated we would require a detailed 
statement of the gross earnings, expense of 
operation, fixed charges, net earnings, etc., 
covering a period of five years past and an op- 
portunity to have all figures, statements, etc., 
submitted by you verified by experts selected 
by us, and for that purpose that all books, 
records, vouchers, statement! or other paper* 
that would* throw any light upon what tha 
net earnings of the properties have been and 
are likely to be until the expiration of your 
franchise rights be opened to persons who 
shall be selected by us to examine the same. 
This seems to us an equitable basis for meas- 
uring tbe value of jnch rights. Fuller inves- 
tigation and consideration may modify our 
views.

Overworked Children* 


There is a class of children who suffer 


from overworked brains who have no 
right to suffer. There are children un- 
der 7 years of age whose parents under- 
stand nothing of the laws of physiology, 
but feel that no time should be lost in 
getting the child to school.

During the first seven years of life the 
brain develops very fast.

REGIMENT 
PENSIONS. 


About One Third Have Applied From 


Regiment and Company M, 


A list of applications made up to 


March 31 for pensions by participants 
in the Spanish-American war has been 
prepared by H. Clay Evans, • commis- 
sioner of pensions. It shows that the 
young soldiers in large numbers are 
already beginning td- avail themselves 
of the opportunity to draw from the 
funds of the United States. The chief 
ailments claimed are malaria, rheuma- 
fism and weakness in the back. It 
is noticeable that very few of the men 
who received gunshot wounds are mak- 
ing applications for pensions. 


A large number of Company M men 


have applied, about a third of the com- 
pany it is estimated. These men for 
the most part set for the common ail- 
ments. 


It is shown in the commissioner's 


report that 317 men from the Second 
regiment have applied. There were 943 
men in the service, so that the pro- 
portion from the regiment is about the 
same as from Company M. 


Actual service does not govern the 


number of applications made, as the 
bulk of them seem to be the result of 
camp diseases.

The change, 
however, will affect only those firms 
who wish to do/a bottling business, the 
commissioners deciding that an ad- 
ditional license will hereafter be re- 
quired for bottling- and an additional 
fee of $800 will be charged. 


The bottling business as carried on, 


not only in Pittsfield but 
in other 


cities as well, has been somethiAg that 
has met with more or less fault finding. 
Complaints have been made that the 
business was seldom conducted under 
the real sense of the law and that a 
decided change should be made. With 
this in mind the Pittsfield commis- 
sioners began an investigation which 
resulted as stated above. 


All firms who wish to carry on a 


bottling business will be taxed $800 ad- 
ditional, regardless of what 
other 


classes are petitioned for. The Berk- 
shire Brewing association also come 
under this list and will have to pay a 
license fee of $2000. 
Formerly 
the 


firm had only a brewer's license and 
paid $1200. It is believed this action of 
the commissioners will have a ten- 
dency to cut down the number of bot- 
tlers.
